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To  secure  the  data,  dates,  and  information  necessary  to  writing  this  history 
has  taken  a  long  tine,  and  some  work  and  the  help  of  numbers  of  kin  and  friends. 
We  are  especially  indebted  to  Mrs.  R.  R.  Burger  for  valuable  facts.  We  have 
secured  help  from  Georgia,  Alabama,  Texas,  .and  in  one  instance  as  far  off  as 
California.  Since  writing  the  story  some  have  died,  thus  making  it  incorrect 
at  this  time.  There  may  be  many  errors,  and  the  story  nay  be  incomplete,  but 
we  have  dono  the  best  we  could,  as  you  will  see  the  tine  covered  dates  back 
over  300  years.  Any  aid  that  can  correct  mistakes  and  make  the  history  more 
complete  will  be  gratefully  received  an d  appreciated  from  anyone  whomsoever.

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The  first  history  we  have  of  the  Elder  family,  they  were  living  in  Scotland  in 
tho  15th  Century.  They  finally  emigrated  to  England  and  Ireland  on  account  of 
their  religious  liberties  and  viewpoints.  John  E.  Elder,  with  two  other  bro¬ 
thers,  cane  to  this  country,  landing  at  Norfolk,  Virginia,  in  1669.  John  E. 
Elder,  born  in  1650,  cane  over  as  a  stowaway,  working  out  his  passage  with  a 
rich  merchant i  which  required  several  years.  His  two  brothers,  in  after  years, 
went  on  to  other  parts  of  the  country,  one  to  Ohio,  and  the  other  to  Michigan. 
John  E.  Elder  was  a  fine  specimen  of  young  manhood,  but  was  poor  and  uneducated. 
In  the  meantime,  he  fell  in  love  with  the  merchant’s  only  daughter,  but  on  ac¬ 
count  of  their  standing  socially  and  financially ,  he  long  hesitated  to  make 
known  Ms  love  for  her,  but  she  did  not  shun  or  spurn  him.  So  their  romance 
finally  tominated  in  their  elopenent  and  marriage  at  Dinwiddle  Coianty  Court 
House ,  Virginia,  and  is  on  record  there  until  this  day.  Prom  this  marriage 
were  bom  several  boys  and  girls,  one  of  whom  was  John  Elder,  the  Second, 
around  whoso  history  and  family  our  story  will  bo  written, 

John  Elder  II  was  born  in  1735,  He  married  Mary  Mathews,  of  Brunswick  county, 
Virginia,  (George  Mathews,  a  brother  of  Mary  Mathews  Elder,  raisod  a  reginent 
of  soldiers,  became  Colonel,  and  fought  in  the  Revolutionary  War.  He  afterwards 
came  to  Georgia,  and  was  elected  Governor  of  Georgia,  two  terms,  then  represent¬ 
ed  us  in  Congress,  died  in  Georgia ,  and.  his  remains  now  lie  in  a  cenctory  in 
Augus ta ,  Georgia^  The  records  and  date  of  marriage  of  John  Elder  and  Mary  Ma¬ 
thews  Elder  '"ere  destroyed  by  fire  in  Virginia  in  the  war  of  1861  to  1865. 

They  raised  a  family  of  five  boys  .and  t’^o  girls  .as  follows:  Ephran,  Joshua, 
t  David,  John  and  Edmond;  Elizabeth  and.  Nancy  Elder.  Most  of  these  boys  served 
in  the  Revolutionary  War,  and  aftor  living  in  Virginia  to  young  manhood  and 
middle  age,  scattered  to  different  parts  of  our  new  United  States.  Joshua  .and 
David  came  to  Georgia,  .arriving  in  Clarke  County  (now  Oconco)  on  January  11th, 
1807.  Joshua  tarried  in  Georgia  for  a  fc,'T  years,  and  his  tor;/  soys  “’ont  on  to 
Mississippi.  David  remained  in  Georgia  and  died  there.  The  balance  of  our 
story  ’-'ill  be  built  around  the  history,  family  and  descendants  of  David  31-  cr. 
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'4 J  David  Elder,  son  of  John  Elder  and  Mary  Mather  Elder,  ’7as  born  in  Brunswick  Ccun- 
ty,  Virginia,  January  7,  1760.  He  served  in  the  Revolutionary  War  in  Virginia, 
Horth  Carolina  and  Georgia,  He  married  the  first  tine  in  Brunswick  County,' Vir¬ 
ginia,  in  about  1786  to  Polly  R©ad,  a  cousin  of  George  Washington.  From  this 
marriage  there  mere  born  tno  sons  and  t"o  daughters;  Edmond,  Joshua,  Nancy  find 
Elizabeth  Elder.  He  mas  married  a  second  time  to  Mollie  Phillips  of  Dinmiddie 
County,  Virginia,  on  January  23,  1779.  From  this  second  marriage  cane  eight  sons 
and  daughters,  some  born  in  Virginia  .and  some  in  Georgia.  Their  names  mere  as 
follows:  John  P. Elder,  Polly  Elder,  Hartnell  M.  Elder,  Thomas  P.  Elder,  Wyche  M. 
Elder,  Joseph  M.  Elder,  Janes  Parker  Elder  end  Doctor  17.  Elder.  David  married 
the  third  tine  to  Elizabeth  Allen  in  Clark  County,  Georgia,  April  26,  1813.  From 
this  third  marriage  mas  bom  three  daughters,  Sarah  Elder,  Ermine  Elder,  and  Ann 
Elder*  All  these  fifteen  children  of  David  Elder  mill  be  taken  up  separately 
nnd  individually  later  on  in  this  history  and  their  descendants  brought  doun  in 
sono  Cases  to  our  present  tine* 

When  David  Elder  arrived  in  Georgia  in  1807,  he  brought  mith  hin  his  second  mife, 
Molly  Philips  Elder,  his  first  mife  Polly  Rondo,  having  diod  in  Virginia.  He  al¬ 
so  brought  nith  him  seven  or  eight  children  and  a  large  number  of  slaves.  He 
lay  claim  ondtnok  into  possession  a  largo  body  of  lend  given  him  by  the  Govern¬ 
ment  on  account  of  his  extensive  service  in  the  Revolutionary  War.  He,  his  sons 
and  his  slaves  'vent  directly  into  the  original  forest  on  Big  and  Little  Rose 
Creeks  and  built  hones  for  himself  and  slaves.  His  second  mife,  Molly  Phillips 
Elder,  only  lived  <a  fear  years  -of tor  coning  to  Georgia.  She  mas  the  first  buried 
in  the  old  Elder  Cemetery  on  Rose  Crook  in  lover  Oconee  county  (then  Clarke). 
After  his  second  nife’s  death  ho  married  Elizabeth  Allen  in  1813,  (as  stated  be^~ 
fore  in  this  history.)  yELizabeth.  Allen  ovned  a  large  number  of  slaves  in  her 
ovn  name.  David  Elder  cane  into  possession  and  charge  of  these  also.  This  gave 
him  labor  and  ability  to  clear  more  land  and  to  enlarge  his  farming  interests  un¬ 
til  he  omned  an  immense  body  on  rThich  he  raised  cotton  and  corn  for  many  years. 

He  died  in  Cl-  rke  County  (non  Oconee)  on  August  4,  1853,  and  mas  buried  in  the 
Elder  cemetery.  He  lived  to  a  ripo  old  age  of  93  years  and  6  months.  Whon  David 
Elder  came  to  Gporgia  in  1807,  he  found  here  one  Phillip  Tigner,  mho  had  come  to 
Georgia  some  years  before.  They  became  neighbors  and  mam  friends,  .and  the  inter¬ 
marriage  of  these  tno  families  help  to  make  history  and  populate  a  large  and  then 
fertile  part  of  Georgia  and  the  South,  stated  before,  David  Elder  had  fifteen 

children — some  born  in  Virginia  andsomc  in  Georgia.  They  mere  all  young  mhen  he 
came  and  mere  reared  and  married  in  Georgia  to  Georgia  mor.en.  Of  these  and 
their  posterity  ""e  mill  mrite  more  and  individually  later  on  in  this  story.  3ut 
mill  say  right  here  that  seven  of  David  Elder's  childron  died  and  "ere  buried  in 
the  old  Elder  burying ' ground  in  Oconee  county,  as > follows:  Edmond,  Joseph  N. , 

John  P. ,  Thomas  P,  Ermine,  Polly  and  Doctor  T.  Elder.  All  of  these  60ven  child¬ 
ron  diod  betmeen  1840  and  1901.  Of  the  other  eight  mho  mere  buried  in  ^ther 
parts  of  Georgia  and.  other  states  of  our  union  mo  -Till  "rite  later  in  our  story. 

With  the  facts  and  dates  at  hand,  me  mill  try  and  give  a.  history  as  best  mo  can 
of  the  descendants  of  David  Elder,  beginning  at  the  oldest  and.  coning  dov.n  to 
the  youngest,  of  the  births  and  deaths,  °nd  dates,  af  some  "0  have,  others  "e 
ho.ve  not. 

The  folloming  are  the  childron  of  David  Elder ,  and  "ho  they  married..  We  mill 
take  up  their  ages,  marriage,  families  and  loath,  individually  later  on. 
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Ednond  Slier  narried  Nancy  Tinner,  Jo  shun.  Slier  mrried  Anne  E.  Gray ,  Nancy  Elder 

married  Gadyle  Fnnb  rough.  Elizabeth  Elder  married  Samuel  Blakely.  Hart'ell  id. 

Elder  married  Pamolla  Tigner.  Thonas  P.  Elder  married  Polly  Cain,  John  P.  Elder 
nnrrled  Susan  Barnett,  Joseph  II.  ELder  married  SalUe  Jacks,  Wyche  M.alono  Elder 
married  Maty  Jano  Burt,  Polly  Uder  narried  Edanrd  Mnxoy,  Janes  Parker  Elder,  no 
record  of  marriage.  Doctor  Willinncon  ELder  narried  1st  Malindn  HolloT7oy,  2nd, 
Martha  Osborne,  Sarah  or  Sallie  Elder  narried  Janes  Hollonny,  Emino  Elder  mar¬ 
ried  Willian  Sine,  Anne  Elder  married  ThonaB  Broro. 

Beginning  nlth  Ednond,  oldest  son  of  David  Elder  and  Polly  Bead,  born  in  Virginia 
in  1788.  He  narried  Nancy  Tignor  of  Georgia,  Clarke  County  (nor*  Oconee)  on  Septem¬ 
ber  19,  1810.  Nancy  Tignor  mas  born  on  October  28,  1794.  We  r7ill  sny  in  passing 
that  Nancy  and  her  sister,  panelia  mere  carried  nnny  by  the  Indians  a  short  tine 
bofore  this  marriage  and  kept  for  a  short  tine  before  being  rescued  and  returned 
unh'-rned  by  searching  parties  and  happy  to  get  back  hone,  From  this  marriage  of 
Binond  Elder  and  Nancy  Tignor  rrerc  bom  nine  children  as  follows:  Phillip  T.  Elder, 
David  R,  ELder,  VTillian  Young  Elder /’Panilia  I.  Elder,  Janos  ELder,  Miranda  Elder 
and  Nancy  Elder,  We  ^11  non  take  ujr  these  children  of  Ednond  ELder  one  at  a  tine 
and  give  thrir  marriages  and  fnnlllas  as  far  as  ”e  have  any  records,  Phillip  f. 
Elder*  born  in  1811,  died  on  September  12,  1853,  and  ’.ms  burled  at  old  Antioch 
Christian  Church,  Oconee  County,  David  R.  Elder  narried  If  nerva  Clarke,  had  boro 
■JUllan  E,  Elder,  Annie  Elder  (narriod  Gilrenth);  Mary  Elder,  John  Elder,  David 
R,  Elder,  Jr.,  J.  T.  ELder,  S.  A.  Elder,  Wn.  Elder,  Kary  and  S.  A.  Elder  and  Annie 
Elder  are  all  dead.  Dr,  J.  TV*  Dnyid  R.  live  in  Oconee  County.  John  i6  in  Texas. 
Jane,  Georgia,  Caleph,  '.Till  Holden,  Emily  .and  Hovmrd  Gilrenth,  (nil  living  in  Geor¬ 
gia)  and  Hu#i,  Holen,  Lois  and  Lannr  A.  ELder,  all  of  Oconee  County,  are  grand¬ 
children  of  David  R.  Elder,  Sr.  y 

Gillian  Young  Elder  narried  Ehily  Thuman.  Their  children  vrere  as  follows: 

Alonza  Elder,  Alfonza  C.  Elder,  G.  Press  Elder,  Ophelia  Elder,  Katie  and  Jinnie 
Elder.  Ed  and  Claud  Bishop,  Ton,  Harry,  Charlie  -and  Miss  Laura  ELder,  all  of 
Athens,  Georgia,  and  Hiss  Katie  0,  Christopher,  formerly  of  Bishop,  are  all  grand¬ 
children  of  William  Young  Elder,  and  great-grand-children  of  Ednond  Elder.  The 
parents  of  all  these  children  are  non  dead.  A.  G.  Elder,  mho  died  in  Athens,  in 
August,  1935,  'ns  the  last  Elder  of  the  fanily,  and  died  at  the  ripe  Old  age  of 
87  yoars. 

Pamelia  Elder  narried  Janos  Homell  Anderson  and  mas  the  mother  of  Walter  H.  (died 
in  Oconee  a  fern  years  ago.)  G.  L.  Anderson,  mho  died  many  years  a go,  Julia  Ander¬ 
son,  who  married  J,  Fud  Osborne.  She  died  some  years  ago ,  .and  Dr,  E.  C,  Anderson, 
not^yeciding  in  Anniston,  Alabama. 

Jone6  Elder  married  Cordelia  Durham,  Their  son,  Dr.  J.  Howard  Eldor,  lived  in  Oco- - 
noe  and  Clarke  Counties,  died  there  four  or  five  yoars  ago. 

Miranda  Elder  mrried  a  Dr.  Burton  Hollonay.  We  have  no  further  record  of  then. 
Annie  Elder  died  young,  Uary  Elder  mrried  Barton  Thrasher  and  mas  the  mother  of 
Judge  B.  E.  Thrasher  (late  of  Watkinsvill  c) ,  Isaac  Thrasher,  Barton  Jr,,  Fannie, 
Mattie,  Ola  .and  Tigner  Thrasher.  She  mns  the  grandmother  of  Roy  Thrasher,  Mrs. Annie 
Parham  and  Janes  Bishop,  of  Watklnsville,  There  are  a  large  number  of  the  Thrasher 
fanily  scattered  throughout  Georgia  (nho  hold  r  csponsibl e  positions)  and  arc  direct 
descendants  of  Mary  Elder  Thrasher,  daughter  of  Ednond  Elder. 

Joshua  Elder,  second  son  of  David  Elder,  mas  born  in  Virginia  on  April  10,  1793, 
cane  to  Georgia  ’'ith.  his  father  and  settled  in  Clarke  County  (non  Oconee).  Re  mar¬ 
ried  Annie  E.  Gray  of  Clarke  county  in  1813.  Annie  Gray,  his  -rife,  mas  bCm  April 
29,  1790.  They  moved  to  Spalding  County  in  1832  and  both  died  and  ’'ere  burled 
there.  Joshua  died  September  28,  1863  and  Annie  on  June  15,  1869. 
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The  following  -'ere  the  children  of  Joshua  and  Anni ^  Elder:  (We  giv«  as  far  as 
we  have  any  record,  of  their  names,  marriages  and  number  of  children.)  Mary  S. 

Elder  married  John  H.  Starr;  they  had  fourteen  children.  Nancy  Elder  married 
John  Henderson,  four  children,  Martha  Elder  married  Pendleton  Malaier,  five 
children.  Botsy  Elder  married  William  D,  Starr  (brother  of  John  H. )  five  child¬ 
ren,  Samuol  Edmond  Elder  married  first,  Miss  Bates,  two  children;  Second,  Mar¬ 
tha  Ogletree  t  fvo  children.  David  Elder  married  Nancy  Head,  seven  children, 

James  Blanton  Eldor  married  Nancy  Wilson,  seven  children.  John  Hartwell 
Sldor  married  Fannie  Sowder,  eight  children,  James  Blanton  SLder  and  John  Hartwell 
Elder  wore  ministers  and  had  a  great  part  with  the  balance  of  this  fine  and  exten¬ 
sive  family  in  building  up  Spalding  county  and  surrounding  territory. 

v'T  Nancy  Elder,  first  daughtor  of  David  Elder  and  Polly  Heade,  born  in  Virginia  in 
1793  or  1794,  camo  to  Georgia  with  her  father  in  January  1807.  Married  Gadoylo 
Fombrough  in  1811.  No  record  of  her  family  and  death  is  available,  as  far  as  we 
know,  as  they  moved  to  Texas  in  1851. 

^  Hi  someth  or  Betty  ELdor  second  daughtor  of  David  and  Polly  Hoad,  born  in  Virginia, 

^  Como  to  Goorgin  with  her  father  David  and  step-mother  Mollie  Phillips,  her  mothor, 
Polly  Hoad  Elder  having  diod  in  Virginia.  She  married  Samuel  Blakely  in  about 
1813  or  1814.  They  established  a  hone  in  Clarke  county  (now  Oconoo)  where  0.  D. 
Willoughby  now  lives.  From  this  narriage  wrxs  bom  12  eons  and  daughters  as 
follows:

Sarah  Blakely  married  E,  I.  Majors.  No  record  of  family  They  moved  to  Texas  bo- 
forc  the  Civil  War,  Betty  Ann  Blakely  married  Joseph  Hale  and  wont  to  Texas  in 
the  fifties.  Ermine  Bl.akely  married  Jin  Cosby  and  also  wont  to  Toxas  early  in 
life.  Kb  record  of  John  and  David  Blakely's  marriages  and  families. 
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Hartwell  M.  Elder,  fifth  child  of  David  Elder  .-ind  first  of  Mollie  Phillips,  ’’’as 
"born  in  Virginia  on  April  6,  1789  and  came  to  Georgia  in  January,  1807,  with  David, 
his  father.  He  married  Pnmelia  Tigner  December  21,  1817  in  Clarke  county  (now 
Oconee).  He  died  in  Texas  in  1844.  Parmelin  was  bom  June  26,  1798  and  died  in 
Texas  in  May,  1848.  Hartwell  and  Paraelia  raised  a  large  fnmily  of  eleven  children, 
as  follows;  Nfuicy  Tigner,  Edmond  J. ,  David  Young,  Hansel  Nathan,  Innocence  Hary , 
Asbury  Blanton,  Joshua  Pryne,  Sara  Ann,  Martha  Tigner,  Phillip  Tigner  and  Aletha 
Liman  Jones  Elder.  We  will  now  take  up  this  large  and  prominent  family  of  Hartwell 
Elder,  one  at  a  tine,  for  the  benefit  of  our  readers  both  in  Georgia  and  Texas. 


First  Nancy  Tigner  Elder  was  born  October  8,  1818  and  died  in  1877.  Married  Joseph 
Halo,  and  moved  to  Longview  Texas  in  1853  and  raised  a  1  .rgo  family.  Ednond  J.  El¬ 
der,  born  December  24,  1820,  lived  in  Georgia,  and  had  four  boys,  names  not  known. 

Ho  diod  in  1854.  David  Young  Elder,  boro  liny  25,  1822  married  twice  and  had  two 
ohildrca  by  first  wife,  whoso  nan  os  we  have  no  record  of;  Married  second  tine  to 
NHVMb&th  Wilson,  of  Texas,  Died  there  in  1877.  Hansel  Nathan  Elder  born  March  2, 
1824,  went  to  Texas  in  1851.  Married  Sally  Avant  and  had  ei^bt  children,  Henry, 
George,  Tigner,  Fletcher,  Heggie,  Jane,  Nathan  end  Dora  Elder,  He  died  in  Texas  in 
1881,v  Innocence  Hary  Elder,  born  Deceriber  22,  1825,  never  married,  and  diod  in 
1854.  Asbury  Blanton  Elder,  born  September  12,  1827  never  norried;  diod  fron  fall 
from  buggy  in  1863.  Joshua  P,  Elder,  born  January  12,  1830,  was  married  four  tines. 
Went  to  Marshall,  Texas,  had  a  large  family  and  died  in  Texas  on  June  27,  1909. 

Sarah  Ann  Elder,  born  liny  19,  1832  (married  Lee  Preston,  went  to  Texas  in  1851; 
had  a  largo  family.  Died  there  August  19,  1899.  Martha  Tigner  Elder,  born  April 
4,  1834,  married  a  Mr.  Barnett,  had  one  son;  died  in  1914.  Phillip  Tignor  Elder, 
born  June  18,  1836,  married  Susan  Sarah  Wilson,  had  cd^it  children;  Erwin,  Fletcher 
George  Wilson,  Emma  Luvnnia,  Mattie  U. ,  Laura  Jane,  Ida  Josephine,  Mausol  Phillip 
and  Thomas  Blanton  Elder.  He  died  March  19,  1930.  Eleventh  and  last  child  of  Hart- 
woll  WOS  Alethia  Liman  Jones  Elder,  bom  liny  2,  1839.  Moved  to  Texas  in  1851,  mar¬ 
ried  Abner  Avant,  had  six  children.  She  died  in  Texas  on  August  21,  1878.

He  grew  up  to  young  manhood  in  Georgia  an d  married  Susan  Barnett.  Her  father  was 

Secretary  of  State  of  Georgia  at  one  time.  Their  home  was  at,  or  near  Barnett 
Shoals,  Oconee  County.  From  this  marriage  of  John  P.  ?ind  Sus;an  Barnett  Elder 
there  were  dovon  children  born;  they  had  a  large  part  in  populating  and  develop¬ 
ing  this  part  of  Georgia.

All 
those  now  living,  most  of  then  In  Watkinsville.  After  Lucy  Brown  Elder's  death 
Nathan  T.  Elder  marriod  the  second  tine  to  Nancy  (Nnnnic)  Elder,  daughter  of  Little 
Joe  Elder,  who  was  a  son  of  John  Ephrnn  Elder  of  Virginia).  Little  Joe  was  the 
only  one  of  his  family  who  over  came  to  Georgia,  (as  far  as  we  know).  From  this 
second  marriago  of  Nathan  T.  and  Nannie  Elder  were  born  three  children,  Sam  Elder, 
of  Walton  county,  Robert  C.  Elder,  of  Oconee  County  .and  Carrie  Elder,  who  was  the 
first  wife  of  L.  3.

John 
Elder  married  Lizzie  Cox,  history  of  only  one  girl;  Mrs.  Wright,  of  Oconee  County.

So  far  we  have  boen  unable  to  obtain  any  record  of  the 
narrioge,  family  or  death  of  James  Parker  Elder,  he,  having  in  early  manhood, 
left  Georgia  and  went  to  an  adjoining  state. 

Doctor  Tfillionson  Elder,  youngest  son  of  David  Elder  and  last  child  of  Mollie 
Phillips  Elder,  was  born  May  9,  1809  and  first  married  Hnlinda  Holloway  in  Decem¬ 
ber,  1826,  From  this  marriage  was  born  twelve  sons,  and  daughters,  whose  names 
wero  as  follows:  David  B.  ,  Mary  P. ,  Lizzie,  Eliza,  Almira,  C.  E. ,  Icy.,  Julia, 
and  Janes  Pinkney  Elder.

Ann  Elder,  youngest  daughter  of  David  Elder,  narriod  Thomas  Brown  in  1837  or  1838, 

She  ms  horn  in  1820,  ‘To  have  not  boon  nblo  to  secure  any  records  of  tho  family  of 
Ann  Elder  Brown.  This  ends  the  family  of  David  Elder,  dio  landed  in  Georgia  in 
January,  1807,  and  ms  the  ‘beginning  of  the  extensive  family  of  Elders  who  settled, 
populated  andhelped  to  dovelop  this  section  of  Georgia  and  other  southern  states. 

Eorr  lets  have  a  little  recapitulation,  a  little  going  backward  and  bringing  out  tho 
principal  facts  and  figures  in  the  family  of  David  Elder,  oho  lived  in  Oconee  county 
nost  of  his  active  life.  David  Elder,  as  stated  before,  had  fifteen  children,  all 
living  at  one  tine.  Kg  also,  at  or  near  the  tine  of  his  death,  had  living  115 
grandchildren,  and  his  great- grand-children  number  between  750  and  800. 

Doctor  7,  Elder,  youngost  son  0f  David,  who  ms  born  in  Clarice  County  (now  Oconee) 
and  lived  and  died  there,  ms  tho  only  child  of  David,  whose  family  surpassed  in 
number  that  of  his  father,  he  laving  raised  19  children,  -ho  all  lived  to  have  largo 
families  of  their  own,  except  Thomas  P.  Elder,  who  never  married.  The  history  of 
these  19  children  has  already  been  given.  As  stated  before,  David  had  15  children, 
115  grandchildren  and  about  750  or  800  great-grand-children.  He  had  101  great 
grandchildren,  most  of  then  living  at  one  tine  during  his  lifetime.  His  -grand¬ 
children  and  great-grandchildren  and  great-great  grandchildren,  nor?  living,  number 
over  1,000  and  are  nostly  in  Georgia,  Alabama,  and  especially  in  Oconee  County,  Ga. 
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One  thing  similar  in  tho  lives  of  David  Elder  and  his  youngest  son,  Doctor  77.  Elder, 
ms  that  they  both  lived  to  about  the  sane  ripeold  age  of  93  yoars.  Both  lived  and 
diod  in  ono-half  mile  of  tho  other  and  -rare  burled  in  the  same  cemetery,  each  one 
orming  the  property  in  his  lifetime,  In  fact  Doctor  77.  Elder  finally  cane  in  possess¬ 
ion  of  a  big  portion  of  the  largo  body  of  1  and  ormod  by  his  father,  David.  Host  of 
his  brothers  and  some  brothers-in-law  decided  to  leave  Georgia  early  in  their  ca¬ 
reer  and  moved  to  other  states.  Some  died,  and  Doctor  77.  Elder  bought  these  lands 
and  some  adjoining,  until  at  one  tine  he  ms  considered  wool  thy  in  land  and  slaves. 
Prom  1840  to  the  to  batmen  the  states  in  1861,  the  perils  of  the  south  brought  on 
by  tho  to  reduced  his  possessions  to  a  large  extent.  Ho  ms  a  very  liboral  and 
frco-hcarted  non,  and  no  ono  ever  loft  his  premises  hungry  or  without  food  to  carry 
homo,  as  long  as  he  was  prosperous.  He  ms  a  nan  who  loved  company  and  always 
welcomed  it.  He  had  lots  of  friends  at  the  tine  of  his  death,  but  diod  practically 
a  poor  man  caused  largely  by  the  liberal  benefaction  to  those  less  fortunate  and  in 
neod.  Finally  went  to  his  grave  without  any  regrets  or  remorse  leaving  behind  no 
nan  who  evor  said  he  had  boon  wronged  by  him.  Peace  to  his  asheef  Thus  ends  the 
history  of  the  family  of  David  Elder, 

STo  rocord  of  the  Elder  family  in  Georgia  would  be  complete  without  a  history  of  big 
John  Lewis  Elder,  Ho  was  called  "Big  John  Lewis  Elder”  because  in  about  1840 
Thomas  P.  Elder,  fourth  son  of  David  Elder,  had  a  son  named  John  Lewis  also,  and 
from  that  tino  on,  he  was  called  MBign  John  Lewis  Elder.  Big  John  Lewis  cane  to 
Georgia  about  1824.  He  settled  on  the  Oconee  river,  Clarke  county  (now  Oconee).  As 
far  as  wo  know  he  vns  tho  only  ono  of  his  irmedlate  family  to  leave  Virginia  and 
cone  to  Georgia,  He  was  a  grandson  of  J0hn  S.  Elder,  tie  second,  and  Mary  Mnthewe 
Elder,  and  a  nephew  of  David  Elder,  who  landed  in  Georgia  in  1807.  He  raised  a 
large  family  of  boys  and  girls,  'iiose  nanes  and  families  are  as  follows: 
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•7.  Jordan,  Susan,  Dawson,  Amanda  Emma,  Laura,  Hon,  Walter,  Hattie  and  another 
daughter,  who  married  in  Cowota  county,  Goorgia,  and  whoso  none  we  cannot  recall.

Dawson  Eldor,  son  of  J0hn  Lo™is  Elder,  narriod  Hiss  Mattie  Aycock;  they  had  8 
children  as  follows:  Charlie  Elder  (been  chief  of  Police  at  Madison,  Georgia,  for 
20  years)  Allie  SLder,  2hory  Elder,  Courtney  Elder,  Minnie  Elder,  Huby  ZLder, 

Nettie  Elder  and  Clyde  E3.dor.  All  these  children  of  Davson  Elder  and  Mattie  Aycock 
aro  not7  living,  Thoir  parents  both  died  in  Oglethorpe  County  some  years  ago. 

Sana  Elder,  anothor  daughter,  married  Burrell  Christopher;  no  record  of  family, 
Amnda  Eldor,  married  Bill  7ilson,  two  childron,  3ob  and  Henry  TJilson.  Laura  Eldor 
married  a  Mr,  Cox,  of  south  Georgia,  no  record  of  family.  Josh  Elder  nnrried  Mattie 
yanbrough;  had  several  children,  nones  not  known  except  Lewis  (Bud)  Elder,  Beadle 
and  Birdio  Elder,  Mattie  Eldor  married  Jkim.ott  H.  7illoughby,  they  hod  threo  daught¬ 
ers,  Bossie,  and  Lossie  7illoughby,  (twins)  and  Emma  3ell  7illoughby  all  of  Atlanta. 
Mon  Elder,  *.7al  ter  Elder  and  anothor  sister,  me  have  no  record  of  their  marriages 
and  families  as  they  loft  Oconee  county  and  "ent  to  south  Georgia  in  oarly  lifo. 

Thus  ends  our  story  and  history  of  J0hn  Lewis  Elder,  and  the  part  he  had  in  develop¬ 
ing  the  growth  of  this  port  of  Georgia. 

As  stated  before  earlier  in  this  story,  the  history  of  the  Elder  family  in  Georgia 
would  not  be  completed  without  giving  the  family  record  of  "Little  Joe  Elder."  The 
reason  for  his  name  was  bocause  there  was  at  that  tine  living  in  Clarke  (now  Oconee) 
county,  another  J^e  Elder,  son  of  David,  "hose  full  nanc  was  Joseph  M.  Elder,  and 
who  was  a  largo  and  powerful  nan  physically.  They  were  cousins.  "Little  Joe"  was 
the  grandson  of  John  S.  Elder  and  nephew  of  David  Elder.  David,  his  uncle,  cane  to 
Georgia  in  1807  and  Little  Joe  come  later  on  in  about  1832  or  1833  .and  married  Nancy 
Ann  Blakely,  oldost  daughter  of  Samuel  and  Slizaboth  (or  Betsy)  Elder  Blakely,  hiE 
socond  cousin.  From  this  marriage  of  "Little  Joe"  and  ITancy  Blakely  were  bom  eight 
sons  and  daughters,  whoso  names,  narriogos  .and  family  history  is  now  given  as  far  as 
we  h  .vc  any  records,  as  follows;  Matilda  Elder,  Nannie  Elder,  Blake  Elder,  Mat 
Elder,  S.allio  Elder,  Trip  Eller,  3ill  Elder  and  X^te  EL 'lor. 
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Matilda  Elder,  daughter  of  "Little  Joe"  narried  Gillian  Thomas,  fathor  of  Jin 
Henry,  Dave  and  Dock  Thorns,  She  was  the  grandmother  of  Sidnoy,  Herbert,  Annie, 
Ermine,  William,  Grady,  Honry  and  a  lot  of  others  whoso  names  we  cannot  recall. 

Nannie  Elder,  daughter  of  Ljttlo  Joe,  married  Nathan  Ton  Elder,  son  of  John  P, 
Elder,  The  family  of  Nannie  has  already  been  mentioned  and  named  earlier  in  our 
story,  Blake  ELder,  another  daughter  of  "Little  Joe"  Elder,  narriod  Janes  H. 
Elder,  son  of  Thomas  P,  Elder;  their  family  history  has  already  toon  given; 

Mat  Elder,  another  daughter  of  Little  Joe  Elder,  married  first,  Wash  Hale, 

In,  a  fomor  chapter  of  this  history,  an  error  ms  made  in  stating  that  Jane 
Blair  el  y  parried  Moab  Hale,  when  In  fact  it  was  Washington  Halo  she  narried,  who 
was  a  Jioa  of  Mo  ah  Hale,  They  hod  only  one  child  who  died  young.  Later  Susan 
Blakely  Bale  died,  and  Washington Bhle  married. a  second  tine  to  Martha  Jane  Elder, 
daughter  of  Little  Joe  Elder  and  Nancy  Blakely  Elder,  From  this  second  marriage 
were  horn  five  children  as  followsj  AIM e ,  Mattie,  John  8,  and  Joseph  E. 

Bale,  All  of  these  children  are  now  dead,  except  John  S,  Hale,  who  now  lives  in 
Ooonee  County.  During  the  war  of  1861  to  1865  Wash  Hale  died  and  his  widow,  Mrs, 
Martha  Jane  Elder  Halo  later  narried  Jones  O’Dillon.  From  this  marriage  were 
born  seven  children,  as  follows:  Bioko,  Beatrice,  Ton  L. ,  Claud,  Bdd,  Ada  and 
Ida  O’Dillon.
